The practical phase of good roads
is obvious.

Good roads Increase property val-

uation a piece of veal estate is val-

uable, ae a rule, in proportion to the
number of people who pass it dally.
Town property will increase in value
as the town become? more import-
ant, as the people coming In con-

tact with the town increase numer
ically and that is exactly what hap-pon-

to a town when farmers can get
to it. Good roads leading into a
town mean wealth coming into the
pockets of Its local business men
Country people come to town to spend
money. Good roads give country
people an added Incentive for com-

ing to town and spending their mon
By, If you are a town merchant or
a town banker you want that greaf
wealth of the country diverted your
way, support good roads its the
proper business thing to do.

But, of all those who make mone
out of good roads, the farmer reaps
the biggest benefit. Suppose you
own a farm of one hundred acres.
Suppose a road sklrt3 It on one side

one mile of road, let us say Sup
po6e that road is clay and gets hub-dee-

in the winter. Then suppose
the county should change i. to a
good macadam pike and that your

share of the expense amounted to
$l'iu of course you know the gross
expense would bp borne by the town-
ship on a ba?is of the total physical
valuation.

When the road is finished your
farm will actually be worth some-
thing like five dollars more on the
acre the increased ease and frequen-
cy with which you are now enabled
to get to your place of market as-
sures you an increased earning ca-
pacity of at least .five dollars per

acre on your hundred acres. Thus,
by expending $100 you have put $500
In your pocket, and you will probably
have obtained the greater part of the
$50n before your road tax Is payable

Then. Mr Farmer. l'lKiire It this
way. If our great proposed national
highways go through, a little of that
money of yours which the govern-
ment compels you to pay in the form
of tax, will possibly be spent on that
road rlpht in front of your house
if not there, on a road which will bo
easily accessible to you.

CHAS. H PLATTENBURQ PLEADS

WITH THE YOUNG MEN OF AMERICA

Chautauqua Lecturer in a Brilliant Address on Manhood and
the Placing of the Boy Above the Dollar Chicago Glee

Club Is Heard for the First Time John C.
Kennedy on Modern Feminism.

"Worms beneath the bark" was the
title of the lecture with which Charles
H. Plattenburg fairly electrified a
splendid audience at the Chautauqua
last night The lecture came as the
closing event of another day of ex-
cellent entertainment and instruction
and the magnetic power of this voung
orator, coupled with the value of his
words, whether spoken seriously or in
a humorous vein, swayed the as-
sembly.

His plea for. and to the outh of
America, upon whom, he said, rested
the future of the nutlon. as it did at
the time of the Civil War. In the fore-
part of his talk, he said that the eyes
of the world were upon America and
that the people of all countries were
dreamin? of the da when they could
come to it as a haven of refuge.

The reason for this is, in spite of
the awful economic differences be-
tween the rich and the poor In Ameri-
ca, it is still a land of freedom, bound-
less opportunities and endless resour-
ces. He did not realize, he said, the
real greatness of America, until he
went abroad and saw on every aide
the advertisements of American-mad-

goodr and then he knew that Yankee
skill and ingenuity had put this nation
above all others on earth.

He discussed the immigration ques-
tion In detail, pointing out how the
lowest types of people on earth are
received into the country every year
and assimilated by the wonderful "di-
gestive" organs of "Uncle Sam " How
this could be done, he said, was a
mystery' to him until one day he vinb
ted a school In a coal mining camp in
Pennsylvania and there heard 60 boys
and girls of nearly as manv different
nationalities sing "America" and
Nearer, My God to Thee." He knew

then that the public school system
was the great assimilative force and

was making American citizens, loyal
to their country and with the love of
God in their hearts, of these little

and that the mingling of the
blood of the nations was making a
great people.

Speaking directly to his subject, he
told the story of a tree that had stood
in his father's yard for hundreds of
years. He had noticed it in his
youth, when its branches were cover-
ed with leaves. But after he left his!
father's roof and returned again in a
few years, he noticed that one of the
limbs of the tree was leafless On
Other visits he found more of the limbs
dry and dead and finally the old tree
had to be cut down It was then that
underneath the bark innumerable
worms were found. Thus the tree that
had weathered the storms and other
exterior forces, had been killed by the
worms that worked from within.

In a similar way, he said, if this
great nation should ever fall, it would
be through corruption from w ithin and
that the danger was not from forces
that would come from without. The
great crime of this nation at the pre
sent day Is selfishness, individual and
collective, and this is the internal
trouble which, is permitted to grow,
will finally bring ruin to the country,

At this point the lecturer gave a j

review of the child labor question in
America, that startled his hearers
The fact that 1,500,000 boys were a
part of the industrial life of the na-
tion, he said, was deplorable and tbe
greed of a country that would permit
the life to be squeezed from its child-
ren would some day cause an awful
reckoning. A6 an evidence of this, ho
reviewed the conditions that led up to
the French revolution. They were
caused by a line of autocrats wearing'
tbe title of nobility he ald. but there!
are at t.he present time In America a I

class of people equally a heartless
and arrogant.

In America, he said, we think In
dollars and cents and to make monev
is getting to be the ideal of everv
youth. "Parents, he continued, If you
want to curse your boy, refuse to give
him an education, fail to teach him
morality and then spend your days
trying to accumulate a fortune to
leave him when you pass away. Not
knowing how to usp It for his better-
ment and having cultivated habits that
tnd to destroy, he tvIU r, to rapid
destruction alone or will marry a wo-
man that will assist him to the same
end. This type of woman is the kind
that has been raised In the same man-
ner ae the boy, who thinks only of the
frivolities of life and who has no
thought of love for the man she weds

'Love comes from respect and re-
spect from achievement and this
vouth. ha-ln- achieved nothing, can
command neither love nor respect An
Infinitely greater blessing Is poverty,
for the poor laborer will win i live
llhood through his habits of industry
and through this achievement the loe
of a good woman will be his," while
the rich man will be thought of by hi?
wife as a human "checkbook."

Speaking of the reil value of men.
Mr. Plattenburg illustrated bis point
by telling how the passengers on a
railway train traveled with a feeling
of security In the worst weather condi-
tions, knowing that the movement of
the train was being followed by the
telegraphers, that the tracks were In
spected dally by the track walkers and
how that every part of the work neces-
sary to glvp them that assurance of
safety and comfort was being done by
men for a nominal wage This was
but an example of the work being; done
by the laborers in the na'lon for the
comfort of their fellows and the true
worth of a man he said, who wa?-serln-

his fellow-me- n and God, could
not he estimated In monrv

He paid a rare tribute of respect to
the school teachers and ministers, say-
ing that thev occupied the most Im
portant positions among the peop'e
and were, on an average, the poorest
paid

A lesson was also brought home to
last night's audience, when the speak-
er pointed out the fact that 85 per
cent of the ministers; S2 per cjnt of
the lawyers. SI per cent of the doct-
ors and 75 per cent of the bankers
and great commercial men ,f Chicago
were country' boys and that the same
thing could be said of the men in sim-
ilar professions in almost any city.
This success Is achieved, he continued,
because the country boys have instil-
led into them honesty and a love of
God by their ministers

Continuing Mr. Plattenburg told of
the wonderful changes that have taken
place during the present century, and
said that this was the world's create-- t
hour and that the youth of America
should appreciate it as such. But In

the midst of all these changes, the
teachings of Christ are just the same
and the Bible is still the greatest of
all books.

In closing, he told of the qreat
things that had been none by young
men In past history, making particular
reference to the Civil war Manv peo-
ple, he said, ha e wondered and naked
why it is that so manv Grand Armv
men are still alive The answer is

that many of them went into the war
under 14 years of age. and but a small
percentage of the vast I'nlon Army
was over the age of 21. And as the
young men saved the nation in that
day, so they must save it now througli
the attainment of the standard of cit-
izenship possessed by the vouth who
formed the Grand Army. They must
prefer the "man" to "money " honesty
to dishonesty, truth to deceit, love to
hatred, must be unselfish anri must
continue to worship God

Throughout his lecture, Mr. Platten-
burg, illustrated his arguments with
humorous stories that were much ap-

preciated
The morning program esterday in-

cluded a lecture by .Miss McCheyne, to
the domestic science class, on the sub
ject of "Chilled and frozen desserts'
and in it she gave some valuable ideas
In regard to thia important part of
a summer luncheon or dinner.

The children of the assembh were
led in a number of interesting games
by Mrs. Heien Reese Fife, president
of the North Weber stake primary as-

sociation, who has given invaluablp
aid to the Chautauqua committee din-

ing the week
In the afternoon, John C Kennedy

gave his lecture "Modern Feminism."
speaking mainly of the history of
women s clubs In America, the suf-fras-

movement in Europe and of tbe
place which a woman occupies in the
modern home

Concerning the women's clubs, he
said that they had at first been organ
ized merely for social purposes, but in
recent years they had taken up other
problems such as charitv, municipal
reforms and other public activities
Through the study of these problems,
the women have become actively In-

terested In political campaigns and in
many cases are better posted on muni
cipal questions than the men and thplr
activity has resulted In the success
of manv reform movements through
out the country

The present militant situation In
England, be said, is the result of tac- -

tics adopted by the government In
handling women who had been
thought unruly, and the women are re-

turning the use of force by force
The women of the present day are!

taking an almost equal share with
the men, of the burdens and joys of
life, and having a more equal footing
in society

The children's hour was made in-

teresting by Miss Stevens, who had an
entirely new program of stories.

Another intellectual treat was given
by Miss Babcock from 5 to 6 p.m.;
when she read "Old Pictures in Flor-
ence" and "Fra Llppo Lippi." by
Browning.
